(Currently Amended) A storag e m e di u m far s toring in a computer a-program 
for realizing an automatic compliance device - a s set forth in claim stored on a computer 
readable medium, the program comprising: 

instructions for determining a plurality of operating states for establishing 

compliance, each operating state being determined based on at least two parameters for which 
complinncft is to b e e st?-bl^h^* 

instructions for determining initial values of a plurality of parameters for 

control of the engine operation for each operating state for establishment of compliance; 

instructions for determining compliance target values for the plurality of 

output values: and 

instructions for determining adjustment sequences and adjustment directions 

of a plurality of parameters for reducing output values exceeding compliance target values 
and sequentially adjusting these parameters in accordance with the determined adjustment 
sequences in the determined adjustment directions.
